Republicans planned to consider 


the Rules Committee, issue at a 
party huddle later today. GOP. 
leaders have announced! their'op- 
position to the increase and are 
expected to hold most Republican 
members, but not all, in line 
when the issue is settled finally. 


The drive to increase the com- 


mittee to 15 members was spear- 
headed by Kennedy and his Housp 
leaders. If it succeeds, the com- 
mittee will be composed of 10 
Democrats and' five Republicans, 
with eight liberal Democrats nom- 
inally in control. An increase this 
year would be permanent, there- 
by1 avcr-tlirig a renewal ofl thd fight. 
two years from now. 


All the voting at the Democratic

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court affirmed to 
day a 7-year prison sentence given 
Isiah Bingley of North Little Rock 
for manslaughter. 


Bingley was charged with first 


degree murder in the Oct. 27, 1961, 
fatal shooting of Henry L. Thomas 
in a North Little Rock cafe. 


A Pulaski Circuit Court jury 


found him guilty of the lesser man- 
slaughter charge and Bingley ap- 
pealed on grounds the evidence 
did not support the verdict and 
that the trial court erred in failing 
to instruct the jury about penal- 
ties for involuntary manslaughter. 


The Supreme Court said the evi-
